Army officers here several weeks ago to 
look into matters regarding the cele 
hration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the battle, had some effect is shown in

When tlie Pennsylvania commission 
was told by local citizens some months 
since that tho railroads could not ban­ 
dle the crowds in the limited time pro­

Colonel Roosevelt's trip started at 
Salisbury, ami from there he went to 
Havre de Grace, speaking from tile 
platform of his train at Delmar and 
Wilmington. Del., and Perryville, Md.. 
on the way. From Havre de Grac e he 
went to Baltimore 
The colonel wa* 
loudly cheered along the route from 
the station to his hotel. He delivered 
an address in the Lyric theater. 
Colonel Roosevelt swept into S a ’is 
bury and addressed what was prole 
ably the largest political gathering in 
the history of the Eastern Shore, and 
gave a strenuous 
summary of the 
platform upon which bv is asking for 
vo*ea. 


Some of the Colonel’* Epigrams. 
The snapping vigor of bls speech, 
couched in the homeliest phrases, was 
a revelation in atrenuoslty even to 
those who have heard him before In 
outlining his position these are some 
of 
the 
sentences he hurled at his 
hearer*: 
" W e are standing for the right of 
th e people to rule themselves in a 
spirit of Justice and fair play -for 
every man. 
“ Every

election day.

I haven’t preached hatred of 
anv class blit crooks. 
I’m against t fie 
little crook and the big crook 
I make 
no distinction 
“ I know I make mistakes now and 
then, hut I want to m ake ’em myself 
If I make ’em myself I make ’em oui' 
once 
“The man who seels hts vote Is no* 
only a traitor to himself, but a traitor 
to the c a u se of self government.

Bournevllle, Suburb of 
Birmingham, 
Practically Ideal in All of Ha 
Arrangements. 


Under the head 
"Garden 
Cities" 
Wilhelm Miller gives us a splendid pic­ 
ture of an Ideal garden city. 
He says: 
"The most perfect city I have ever 
seen or heard of 1b the famous city of 
Bournevllle, a suburb of Birmingham, 
England. 
I was simply transported by 
the 
healthfulness, 
happiness. 
and 
beauty of tile place, and I believe it 
gives the people more for their money 
than any city on earth. 
Any one who 
has cherished Rome noble vision of a 
glorified humanity would be intensely 
interested to see Bournevllle. 
“Can you imagine yourself 
living 
four miles from the city of Pittsburg 
in a suburban town of about 3,000 in­ 
habitants, where there are no saloons 
aud never can be any slums, noise, 
dirt, crowding, factory 
smells, 
bill­ 
boards, or streets torn up for gas light­ 
ing or sewers? 
Wouldn’t you like a 
chalice to play golf, tennis, cricket, 
bowls, or hockey under ideal circum­ 
stances at a cost-of a few cents a day? 
Wouldn't you be satisfied with the so­ 
cial life of a community that has splen­ 
did schools, churches, baths, gymnasi­ 
um, meeting-house, and one-tenth of its 
whole area given up to parks and play­ 
grounds? 
Wouldn’t you feel safer In 
a city where the national birth rate 
has been doubled and the death rate 
cut in two? 
Aud what would you say 
to a handsome brick bouse of seven 
rooms and bath, with an eighth of an 
acre already planted with fruit trees, 
vines, and lawn, at a rental of $12.30 
a month? 
“Bournevllle was founded by George 
Cadbury, 
the 
cocoa 
manufacturer. 
Only 41 per cent of the renters at 
Bournevllle are employes of the fac­ 
tory. 
The otb«*i» came from 
any­ 
where and everywhere, and many of 
them spend their clava in Birmingham. 
Consequently the social life is that of a 
normal, mixed community- not merely 
industrial or suburban. 
iii the second 
place, Bournevllle really pays. 
The 
city’s chief source of income is rent. 
Everybody pays 8 p*r teut. on the in­ 
vestment actually made in his house 
and lot. 
The city ’s Income doubles ev­ 
ery five years (It Is now fifteen years 
old,) and in fifty years, at this rate, it 
will have an annual Income of about 
$5,000,000. 
And since it will never 
have to pay hack Mr Cadbury’s gift 
of about $775,000. the city will have 
a large sum available for building oth­ 
er cities like Bournevllle." 


USE OF CROSS IN HERALDRY 


More Than Four Hundred Forms of 
the Device Are Recognized In 
That Science. 


In early pagan days the cross waa 
a symbol of shame and ignominy, and 
only those deformed 
or 
misshapen 
trees that could be used for no other 
purpose were formed into 
crosses. 
But since the cross bas become dear 
to Christians, says the "Ave Maria,” 
the most precious woods and metals 
have been formed Into it. To the third 
century may be traced the custom of 
making the Sign of the Cross. 
In 
the davs of Constantine, 
Christians 
painted crosses on the entrances of 
their houses as a 
symbol 
of 
their 
faith. 
The impetus to the use of the cross 
In heraldry was given by the Crusa­ 
ders, who wore a red cross upon their 
right shoulder aa a token of the ob­ 
ligation they had taken upon them­ 
selves. 
Its form and meanings In her­ 
aldic designs are many. 
In fact, over 
four 
hundred 
and 
seven 
different 
forms have been recorded by students 
of biography and genealogy. 
In heraldry the cross is formed by 
two perpendicular and two horizontal 
lines crossing in the center of 
the 
shield. 
This form is modified In va­ 
rious ways by additions and combina­ 
tions, thus expressing many meanings. 
It has been said that human intelli­ 
gence has never devised a system so 
infinite in its varieties and so endless 
in its application as is to be found in 
the science of heraldry. In which fig­ 
ure twenty-seven basic or fundamental 
crosses. 
The Greek cross has all four arms 
of equal length, while the Latin cross 
has the earth end longer than the oth­ 
er three a rms. 
The Calvary or Christ 
Cross rests upon three steps or 
de­ 
grees. 
The Patriarch cross is recog­ 
nized by ifs double crossbar. 
The 
St. Andrew's croK.\ is an X, in token 
of the form of cross on which that 
saint suffered martyrdom by having 
his hands and feet bound to its four 
arms. 
The 
St. 
Anthony 
cross 
is j 
snailed like a T, and bas its 
name 
from the cross that St. Anthony, ab­ 
bot. wore upon his cloak, though the 
origin of his cross sterns to be Egypt­ 
ian. 
It Is a matter of interest that many 
American families have the cross as 
the basic emblem of their escutcheons. 
Among them are at least five of the 
presidents. 
The Garfield shield has a 
bitte cross In the dexter canton, arui 
the family motto Is. “In the cross I 
conquer." 
The Tyler shield had on It 
a bar, two crescents and a cross form. 
The shield of the Adams family was 
adorned by a large cruciform device.

Acacia Dealbafa, the silver wattle, la 
one of the bent trees we have for city 
street planting, and considered by the 
writer (at present) the \ery best. We 
are btlll in our infancy, in the street j 
tree question, for none has been Buffi- I 
ciently proven to give us a permanent * 
opinion hr to its comparative value. 
We plant out a new tree, and after 
four or five years’ trial conclude It is 
eminently sa iafactory. 
At the end of 
another five >ears the same tree may 
be a wretched subject, quite unfit for 
street pluming. The pepper alone baa 
stood the teat of time. yet city resi­ 
dents do not want It, for they will not 
properly plant and care for it. 
While 
the silver wattle should be as well 
cared for, it conducta Itself properly 
with a little less 
restriction than the 
pepper tree and la really 
tho 
moat 
beautiful of all acaciaa.
